Bridging The Centuries 


HERE NEVER was a time in the history 
of the human race when a genera- 
tion had such privileges conferred 

upon it as those given to our generation. The 
great events referred to by the prophets, 
which they so clearly beheld in vision, are 
now coming to pass, accurate in every detail 
as foreseen. In spite of this, however, there 
are very few in our generation who are aware 
of the significance of the times in which we 
are privileged to live. The very leaders of the 
Church, who should be proclaiming from 
their pulpits the wonderful tidings that we 
are living in the day of prophetic fulfillment, 
are themselves blind to realities. This is be- 
cause they have turned away from the truth; 
they have disbelieved His prophets and, in 
proclaiming the doctrines of Modernism, they 
preach a lie. 

Those who have ears to hear and eyes to 
see know that our generation has completed 
the crossing of the great bridge of the cen- 
turies, spanning the years from the time of 
prediction to this day of fulfillment. The arch 
of this bridge is 2,520 years in length. One 
pillar of the arch rests upon the bank of yes- 
terday and the other pillar stands in our 
midst, for it rests upon the shore of our time. 
Over that bridge, peoples, kingdoms and _ na- 
tions have marched out of the past into the 
present. 

Babylon entered upon that bridge 2,520 
years ago; later Medo-Persia took up the 
march, followed by Greece; then Imperial and 
Papal Rome, to be succeeded by Continental 
Empires and the nations who completed the 
journey when the end of Gentile rule came 
in Europe in 1945 a.p. 

While these world empires were marching 
out of the past into the present over this 
bridge of time, spanning the chasm of the 
centuries, the Kingdom of God was also mak- 
ing progress. The people of God had taken 
up the march out of the past so that they too 
might bridge the centuries and reach modern 
times. The uprooted tribes of Israel began 
their great trek more than 2,520 years ago 
when, under the names of Getae, Massagetae, 
Scythians, Goths, Visigoths, etc., they moved 
ever westward, later to become the Anglo- 
Saxon-Celtic peoples of today and to be re- 
vealed as the modern Israel of God. 


At the beginning of this span of the cen- 
turies, Jerusalem was taken by King Nebu- 
chadnezzar of Babylon and at its close, 2,520 
years later, the city was set free when General 
Kdmund Allenby of the British Army cap- 
tured it, driving the Turks from Palestine. 
Jesus gave this event as a sign when He said: 
‘Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the Gen- 
tiles until the times of the Gentiles be ful- 
filled” (Luke 21: 24). To this He added the 
sign of the “fig tree,” identifying our genera- 
tion as the one upon whom the ending of 
the age would come (Matt. 24: 32). 


The “fig tree” is the emblem of Jewry and 
the generation that has seen the Zionists 
reaching out in their aspirations to become 
a nation is the one which would not pass 
away until all those things which were pre- 
paratory and preliminary to the Lord’s ap- 
pearing had arisen or taken place. Then, just 
as the fig tree putting forth its leaves signals 
that summer is near, so these things would 
signal that, consequent upon the ending of 
that generation, He would be near, even at 
the door! 


Many, many generations ago our race be- 
gan the long laborious march across the span 
of the centuries and we have at last arrived 
at the end of days when the fulfillment of 
the ancient predictions of the prophets of our 
race are becoming actualities. It is indeed 
a marvelous time in which to live — at least 
for those who, by faith, are numbered among 
the ones of whom our Lord was speaking 
when He said: “Watch ye therefore, and pray 
always, that ye may be accounted worthy to 
escape all these things that shall come to pass, 
and to stand before the Son of man” (Luke 
21: 36). 

No man, and least of all today’s ecclesi- 
astical leaders, should be in ignorance of the 
meaning of the times and seasons in which 
we live. The light of prophecy alone is suffi- 
ciently illuminating to bring home to all who 
walk by faith the fact that we are truly living 
in the time of the fulfillment of the prophets’ 
predictions. The march of history and the 
direction of current events are establishing 
this beyond question of successful refutation.

Instruments of Peace or War 








Every discovery of man can be put to use for peaceful 
purposes or it can be turned into channels that con- 
tribute to war and destruction. The minerals mined 
from the hills and the mountains, such as those turned 
into iron and steel, can be fashioned by man into plow- 
shares, but they also are basic in the construction of 
swords, spears, rifles and all sorts of implements of war- 
fare. The same is true of the tremendous energy re- 
leased in the splitting of the atom. This can be used 
to bring untold benefits to mankind by providing an 
unlimited source of light, heat and power. But men 
have elected to fashion it into fearful weapons of de- 
struction. 


For many years men have dreamed of living in a 
peaceful world wherein the nations will beat their 
swords into plowshares and their spears into pruning- 
hooks. Based upon the prediction of the Prophet Isaiah 
that such a day would come in due time, pacifists have 
endeavored to hasten its arrival by a premature en- 
forcement of disarmament. While Isaiah did say that 
the weapons of warfare will one day be turned into 
peaceful tools of husbandry, the Prophet Joel has em- 
phatically stated that just the opposite would be true 
prior to the final battle of the ages. 


The apparent discrepancy between the utterance of 
Isaiah and that of Joel can be easily resolved through 
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OF HISTORY 


an understanding of the timing of chronology. Thus, 
through the evidence presented by each of these pro- 
phets, we know there is a time in human history when 
preparation for war will be the order of the day. And 
to undertake to prepare for peace in a time of war is 
to court disaster. 


Joel’s message is to be delivered to the nations just 
prior to the Great and Terrible Day of the Lord when 
the nations are counselled by him to make all-out prep- 
arations for conflict because of the imminence of the 
Day of Battle. Isaiah outlines the events which will be 
the order of the day when his prediction of prepara- 
tions for peace is fulfilled. This latter fact has been 
completely overlooked by the pacifists and all who have 
used the utterances of Isaiah to support their efforts 
to compel national disarmament. Joel’s message is ad- 
dressed to the nations just prior to the Day of Battle 
while Isaiah’s prediction applies to the era to follow 
the defeat of the foes of righteousness in the final con- 
flict bringing the present age to its close. It is wholly a 
question of timing. Joel clearly states the call to arm 
for conflict is a preparation for the Battle of That 
Great Day of God Almighty, while Isaiah states what 
will immediately precede the preparation for universal 
peace: 


“The Lord’s house shall be established in the top of the 
mountains [over all nations], and exalted above the hills 
[all governments]; and all nations shall flow into it [that is, 
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voluntarily come to the Kingdom to learn of its ways and 
follow its righteousness].” (Isa. 2: 2.) 


It is certain that the Kingdom is not as yet estab- 
lished over all nations; nor is its government exalted 
over all others. Furthermore, instead of all nations 
“flowing unto” the kingdom so that they may emulate 
its ways, they are endeavoring to throw off the yoke 
of colonialism and repudiate any supervision whatever 
by the people of the Kingdom. 

The present situation is a far cry from the state 
Isaiah envisioned when swords would be beaten into 
plowshares and spears into pruninghooks. As a matter 
of fact, it is imperative today to reverse this order and 
follow Joel’s instructions to prepare for conflict, a fact 
confirmed by the Prophet Ezekiel through whom the 
Lord condemns the leaders of His people for proclaim- 
ing peace when there is no peace (Ez. 13: 10-14). 

It will not be until after Soviet Russia — who has 
challenged God upon His Throne — is utterly routed 
in her attempt to destroy His Kingdom that the pre- 
dictions of Isaiah will come to pass. Then all men 
everywhere will have the opportunity to enjoy the 
blessings of a peace that will not be broken by any 
evil aggressor, for righteousness will flourish through- 
out the whole earth under the administration of the 
Law of the Lord in His exalted Kingdom. 








The Approaching Hour 





WE ARE approaching the final hour of the Night of 
Alarm. This is the 96-day period from September 6, 
1959 to December 11, 1959 when this night period will 
end with the beginning of another 1152-day period 
defined as the Day of Battle. The natural question is: 
Will the events of the following 1152 days fully justify 
the designation: Day of Battle? 


Joel the Prophet emphatically declared that a state 
of alarm would be in evidence throughout the King- 
dom just prior to the Day of Battle. No keen student 
of world affairs will deny the assertion that for the past 
three years (specifically from October 15, 1956 when 
the Night of Alarm began) we have indeed been pass- 
ing through a period marked by deep concern and re- 
curring alarm, affecting leaders of nations, statesmen 
and diplomats, as well as the people at large. We have 
seen one crisis succeed another, beginning with the 
Suez invasion, troubles in the Far and Middle East, 
Soviet threats to use nuclear weapons, and now the 
Berlin crisis, behind which Soviet Russia is consolidat- 
ing her position in the Middle East. 


Perhaps equally disquieting too, insofar as the 
United States is concerned, are the reports that Soviet 
Russia has succeeded during this Night of Alarm in 
securing a substantial footing at our back door in the 
rise of the specter of Communist control gathering mo- 
mentum in Cuba. If the worst fears of those watching 
these developments prove to be correct, the repercus- 
sions can be disastrous. 


Before the final hour of this Night of Alarm has run 
its full course, the Middle East itself may require the 
full attention of the Western powers in a developing 
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crisis that will make that of Berlin insignificant by com- 
parison. From all indications Soviet Russia is definitely 
getting ready to make unsuspected moves in the Middle 
East and if they do not develop before the Night of 
Alarm ends, they will most certainly do so during the 
Day of Battle. 


In Destiny for April 1958, in the leading editorial 
titled “Cycles and Their Operation,” attention was 
called to the official Bulletin of the Foundation for 
the Study of Cycles, pointing out the importance of 
the Index of International Battles, as developed by 
Professor Raymond H. Wheeler of the University of 
Kansas. After some interesting comments on the im- 
portance of the Professor’s discoveries, in which he 
showed the cycle of international conflicts covering 
many centuries, we wrote: 


“But what is of particular interest to us now is future de- 
velopments which are projected on the charts if these cycles 
continue to function as in the past. The next critical peak 
is indicated as coming in the early 1960's, with the crest due 
about 1963. An important upturn in the number and in- 
tensity of international battles is due for an immediate and 
important increase. The probabilities are that the years 1959 
through 1965 will be, world-wide, a period of greatly in- 
creased strife. The charts show a definite low in such con- 
flicts by 2000 a.p. 

“The fact that the above plotting of the cycles of inter- 
national battles is mapped out wholly apart from the con- 
sideration of prophetic information that also marks the 
period from now on as the most critical in all human his- 
tory is most significant. We entered the Night of Alarm on 
October 15, 1956 and that night will end December 11, 1959. 
Then the ‘Day of Battle’ will begin. The ‘Day of Battle’ 
runs from December 11, 1959 to February 5, 1963, with mid- 
day, or noon, reached on July 9, 1961. It is important to 
note that this ‘Day of Battle’ coincides with the increase in 
the number and intensity of armed clashes throughout the 
world, as indicated in the cycles of international battles.” 


It will not be long now before we will enter upon 
the period of years defined as the Day of Battle and the 
events which will ensue will supply the evidence that 
will confirm or refute whether the designation was 
properly applied. However, expectancy becomes prac- 
tically a certainty when we are reminded that in the 
mouth of two or three witnesses every word of testi- 
mony shall be established (Deut. 19: 15). Without 
question the testimony furnished by the cycles of inter- 
national battles, through the utterance of the prophets 
of the Lord, and by means of Biblical chronology and 
the related Great Pyramid time factors involved, all 
bear testimony that the crisis period of the ages is 
upon us. i 

The attention of the reader seeking further con- 
firmation of these assertions is directed to two im- 
portant articles published in this issue of DEsTINY: 
“The King’s Chamber” by J. Bernard Nicklin and 
“Blow the Trumpet; Sound An Alarm” by Howard 
B. Rand. In these articles will be found irrefutable 
evidence in full justification of the emphasis which has 
been placed on the Great Pyramid date of August 20, 
1953. 


To the alert and watchful developing international 
tensions are an event-sign indicating the rapidity with

which the nations are moving toward the Battle of 
That Great Day of God Almighty when the Lord will 
open up His armory and bring forth the weapons of 
His indignation (Jer. 50: 25; Isa. 13: 5). When John 
beheld the whole panorama of transpiring events in 
our day, he recorded first in Revelation 11: 18 that 
“the nations were angry.” Certainly the continual frus- 
trations and failures in international negotiations can 
have no other outcome except to raise the temper and 
increase the anger of those involved. Following this 
John exclaimed, “Thy wrath is come,” for the descent 
of God’s wrath will be made inevitable by those devel- 
opments which will compel Divine intervention. 








Supporting the (Criminal 





Mituions of dollars in tax money are spent annually 
to maintain prisons in which criminals are confined. 
The cost of crime is continually increasing, all because 
we refuse to follow the Divine instructions pertaining 
to the punishment of those who violate the law. 

Under the operation of the Law of the Lord no pro- 
vision is made for the maintenance of prisons. The 
type of punishment meted out to criminals under the 
Divine Law does not include confinement behind the 
walls of a prison. It is stated in Digest of the Divine 
Law: 


“Under the Israel laws the following methods were used 
in punishment: 

I) The death penalty for capital offenses. 

2) Whipping, from one to forty stripes, for minor offenses. 

3) In case of stealing and destruction of another man’s 
property, restitution: to which must be added from one hun- 
dred to four hundred per cent as punishment. 

4) Those who were financially unable to make restitution, 
or pay a fine, were compelled to contribute their work and 
labor until the debt had been fully paid. 

5) Confinement in a “city of refuge” for accidental kill- 
ing. 

“The death penalty was mandatory for murder, kidnap- 
ping, adultery, certain other immoral acts, blaspheming God, 
desecration of the Sabbath, idolatry and for the leader who 
undertook to turn the people from following the Lord, also 
for the stubborn and rebellious son who had become a per- 
petual sot and drunkard. Physical whipping was the punish- 
ment for all other offenses not subject to the death penalty.” 
(Digest of the Divine Law, pp. 141-2.)* 

Today, under our court procedure for minor of- 
fenses, the judge imposes a fine or imprisonment for a 
given number of days. The rich man pays his fine but 
the poor man goes to jail, not because he committed 
the crime but because he was poor and lacked the 
necessary wherewithall to pay his fine. The rich man 
goes free, not because he was innocent but because he 
had the means to purchase his freedom from confine- 
ment in jail. 

Under the operation of the Law of the Lord, both 
the rich and the poor would be treated alike, each re- 
ceiving from one to forty stripes according to the 
sentence passed for the crime committed. There is no 
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glamor in being whipped in the presence of the popu- 
lace and few indeed would risk the ignominy of a 
public flogging. 

Atheists have pointed to the provisions under the 
Law of the Lord which seem to countenance slavery, 
failing to understand the purpose of the servitude im- 
posed. Slavery under the Law of the Lord covered 
forced servitude by those who, because of court judg- 
ments carrying the penalty of restitution of goods 
stolen, must work out their debt. Such a punishment 
was just and equitable and the one responsible for 
stealing or destroying the goods or property of another 
became a slave only until restitution was made, with 
from one hundred to four hundred per cent added. 
Under this law the thief not only lost his independence 
but he found to his chagrin that stealing was most un- 
profitable. Nevertheless, under the clauses of the law 
dealing with slavery, those compelled to work out their 
indebtedness in this way must be justly treated. 

After all, the purpose of the law is to establish justice 
in the land and to provide the means for the punish- 
ment of those who violate its provisions. The Law of 
the Lord will meet all these provisions justly and equit- 
ably. Under its operation both juvenile and adult 
delinquency would soon become a thing of the past. 
There is no way provided to counteract the shame 
and disgrace of the type of punishment meted out to 
those condemned under the Law of the Lord. The few 
cases which would come to trial, with the punishment 
that would follow, would certainly have a salutary 
effect upon all those who might be tempted to commit 
the same offense. 

In His wisdom, God has designed a perfect system of 
jurisprudence which, fully implemented, would cer- 
tainly reduce the mounting crime wave to a minimum. 
But man, in his vanity and arrogance, has assumed the 
prerogative of making laws, with the result that our 
land is full of violence and crime and our jails and 
prisons are overflowing with criminals who must be 
supported at the taxpayer’s expense. 








When Gog Moves Southward 





In Destiny for September 1944 it was pointed out in 
the article, “Final Theater of War,” that when the day 
came for Soviet Russia to move southward in the Mid- 
dle East, the line of march would be through Persia; 
that is, through Iraq and Iran. It was stated in that 
article: 


“Russia, or Gog, will have the choice of two gates through 
which she might pass in the move upon Palestine. One 
would bring her down through Constantinople, Turkey and 
Syria and direct to Armageddon. But this route would be 
hazardous as the British [and the U. S. A.] in control of the 
sea could make this highway to Palestine difficult. Besides 
Armageddon and Haifa would be strong and impregnable 
positions in a direct move against this end of the Israel 
line of defense. The second gateway would be between the 
Black and Caspian Seas and, by choosing this route through 
the Caucasus for the main attack, the Russian hordes, with 
their allies, would be sufficiently remote from access from 
the sea so that the British naval power would be of little 
use against them and could not interfere wih their line of 
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march. A study of the map will verify all this and show the 
tactical strength in a move from this direction against Pales- 
tine, using Iraq and Iran as the bases of operation. Ezekiel 
confirms this in declaring that Persia (Iran) would be with 
Gog in this coming great campaign (Ez. 38:5) and Russia 
is already in occupation of a large part of this territory. 

“Moving westward from Persia as the base of operation, 
the main force of the northern army would aim to strike at 
the center of the Israel line of defense as this would be out 
of range of the fleets at both ends of her line. Again con- 
sulting the map, it will be seen that this will bring the at- 
tacking enemy into the vicinity of the Dead Sea, crossing 
the River Jordan just north of this sea and thus invading 
Palestine at this point.” 


The article from which these excerpts are quoted 
was written fifteen years ago and was based on the 
warnings of the prophets of the Lord who referred to 
the coming attack that would be made against Pales- 
tine in the closing days of the present order. The fol- 
lowing excerpts from an article published in the 
Tacoma News Tribune of July 10, 1959 confirm this 
analysis of the line of march Soviet Russia will follow 
in her invasion of the Middle East. 


“For a thousand years and more rulers of Russia have 
dreamed of extending their imperial sway south of the hot 
and sunny shores of the Persian Gulf. Never before have 
these dreams been so close to realization as they seem right 
now — and this gives peculiar importance to the disputed 
terms of a 38-year-old treaty which gives Russia the right, 
under certain circumstances, to invade Iran. The temptations 
for a Soviet move into Iran lie in the instability of Iraq — 
and the temptations are great indeed. The kind of crisis 
which could arise is fully as dangerous as the Berlin situa- 
tion. 


“Iran signed the treaty with Russia in 1921, when the 
Communists still were fighting the White Russians in the 
Soviet Union and Iran also was in turmoil. The disputed 
part of the treaty says that ‘if a third party should attempt 
to carry out a policy of usurpation by means of an armed 
intervention in Iran, or if such power should desire to use 
Iranian territory as a base of operations against Russia, or 
if a foreign power should threaten the frontiers of Russia,’ 
the Soviet Union would have the right to invade Iran if 
Iran could not handle the situation. 

“Shortly after the treaty was signed, Iranians protested the 
‘invasion’ clause. Soviet Ambassador Rothstein assured Iran 
the disputed clauses were limited ‘to the partisans of the 
regime which has been overthrown. . . .” However, after Iran 
recently said it considered the invasion clause of the treaty 
invalid, the Russian newspaper Pravda replied, ‘All clauses 

. it goes without saying, remain firm.’” 


A pretext could very easily be made for a Russian 
move into Iran. For instance, American military help 
to that government could be construed as a foreign 
power preparing for an attack upon Soviet territory. 
But whatever furnishes the excuse, Soviet Russia will 
definitely move through Iran and Iraq in the attack 
upon the Middle East, as so clearly seen in the vision 
by the prophets of the Lord. 
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Is it Honest? 





CONTRIBUTING to today’s high cost of living is the prac- 
tice in modern industry of building into mechanical 
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equipment weaknesses which will ensure replacement 
of parts or promote a desire to trade in within a given 
time. Manufacturers could make automobiles, refrig- 
erators, stoves, in fact most of the machinery and ap- 
pliances the refinements of modern civilization de- 
mand, comparatively free from breakdown or troubles 
for an extended period of time. However, such perfec- 
tion in design and workmanship would not provide 
additional income in service rendered to augment the 
profit made from the original sale. But is it honest to 
deliberately plan to design parts so that purchasers of 
a certain device will be compelled to replace it or its 
parts within a given period of time in order that serv- 
icemen and dealers may increase their profits thereby? 

There has been a controversy regarding the increase 
in the number of foreign cars being purchased by 
Americans. It has resulted in the automobile industry 
entering this field with a small car to compete with 
those of foreign makes. But if the automobile manu- 
facturers build into the production of these small cars 
the same type of potential trouble that has caused 
many to turn to foreign makes which are more or less 
free from breakdown and repairs, their production will 
not compete with this more dependable means of trans- 
portation. 

What is wanted is not necessarily a small automobile 
but reliable transportation, with economy of operation 
and freedom from trouble for thousands of miles of 
driving. One foreign make of automobile practically 
guarantees this kind of performance and those driving 
this car testify to the trustworthiness of this claim. 

In other words, complete honesty in production is a 
prime need, not just production to attract the eye and 
for the purpose of profit to the producer and the dis- 
tributor. One illustration of the abuse of public trust 
is the recently-told complaint of a distributor to the 
manufacturer that he was not receiving enough calls 
to service his product because of the lack of need for 
the replacement of parts. ‘The manufacturer’s repre- 
sentative assured the dealer that the forthcoming new 
models would not have this “disadvantage” where the 
interests of the distributor were concerned! 

Because of such practices the public is being bilked 
out of millions of dollars in uncalled-for repair bills 
every year. No wonder the Angel in the 18th chapter 
of the Book of Revelation declared that the present 
profit system has become the habitation of all foulness! 
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Equality in Justice 





THE TERM “democracy” applied to the form of govern- 
ment established in this land by our forefathers is a 
misnomer. Attention was directed to this in “When 
Democracy Lives,” in Destiny for July-August 1959, 
pp. 161-163. The United States of America is a Repub- 
lic; that is, we have a representative form of govern- 
ment. The kind of abuses which may be engendered 
by a democracy were abhorrent to the founders of this 
great Republic and they were careful to institute curb- 
ing checks and balances to thwart the trend toward 
mob rule.

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arrival as a refugee-guest of the Government of 

India proved sufficiently dramatic to command 
headlines in the world’s press so long as the excitement 
lasted. Reliable informants in Indian Government 
circles assert that the Tibetan ruler came with warn- 
ings that the bloodshed in his country was only part 
of a Chinese plan to advance southward. 


One thing is certain. A policy of nonviolence did not 
save the Tibetan people from brutal decimation by 
their Communist overlords. On arrival in New Delhi, 
the Dalai Lama’s brother described the situation inside 
Tibet as being “like Hungary but on a much vaster 
scale.” 


Public memory is short. It is salutary, however, to 
recall that when the Dalai Lama visited India in 1956, 
the Chinese Premier was also in Delhi. As a result of 
assurances given by both Mr. Nehru and Chou En-lai 
that atrocities would stop and Chinese troops would 
be withdrawn, the Dalai Lama agreed to return to his 
country. Promises made were not kept. Chinese troops 
were in fact withdrawn for a time but only out of sight 
of Indian Government observers. When the Indian 
observers retired, Chinese troops were moved back 
again, which simply serves to show that, like their Rus- 
sian friends, the Chinese are adept at playing “chess.” 


T: FLIGHT OF the Dalai Lama from Tibet and his 


Re-Mapping the Border 


Reporting on the developing situation as an on-the- 
spot observer, Daily Mail reporter Noel Barber main- 
tains: 


“Red China has set up a vast network in Tibet. The tar- 
get — India. This is perhaps the most sinister story to come 
out of this pillaged land. It proves beyond doubt that the 
invasion and occupation of Tibet are but a stepping-stone 
to further conquests. Top-flight Chinese Communists are 
already re-mapping the border areas and at least 650 Rus- 
sians are working with them. 


“Organizations like the ‘Commercial Academy’ and 
‘Border Affairs Office’ are really training schools for agents 
who infiltrate south, disguised as traders. Thousands of these 
fifth-columnists are being turned out every year and the 
oozing-spread of Communism is menacing not only India 
but neighboring Nepal, Sikkim and Bhutan. Today the 
Chinese have seven airfields in the country. It can mean 
only one thing — eventual aggression southwards.” 


Meanwhile, a great sensation has been caused by the 
announcement that Mr. Nehru, the Indian Prime 
Minister, had issued a formal protest to the Chinese 
Government concerning the circulation of maps show- 
ing many square miles of Indian territory as being 
Chinese. In an official statement, Mr. Nehru claimed 
that both Soviet and Chinese maps showed parts of 
India as belonging to China, but in reply to protests 
to the Kremlin, “Moscow officials had written stating 
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that their maps were merely copies of the Chinese 


maps.” 
Red (hina’s “Paper”? (Conquests 


Under the heading: “Maps Reveal Red Grab,” the 
well-known correspondent, Geoffrey Wakeford, avers: 


“Proof of Communist China’s huge ‘paper’ conquests 
reached the Daily Mail last night (23rd April). They show 
that large slices of Burma and parts of Pakistan, the king- 
dom of Nepal and the Indian protectorates of Sikkim and 
Bhutan have been swallowed up. THE OLD BRITISH RED-ON- 
THE-MAP HAS GIVEN WAY TO PEKING RED. And the Chinese 
claims are being daily stressed and re-stressed in Peking 
propaganda. | 

“The map-claims of the type now flooding Asia and Rus- 
sia lead experts to believe that they may be turned into the 
biggest take-over in history. Mr. Nehru is desperately wor- 
ried. So are his anti-Red neighbors. They fear that Chinese 
troops will chase Tibetan refugees into these frontier lands 
as has already happened in Nepal.” 


Referring to the evidence that Red China is casting 
covetous eyes on these territories, the Editor of the 
Daily Mail warns us: 


“Nor is this all. Burma, Siam and Indochina also are on 
the claims-list of Peking. There is hardly any limit to the 
territorial ambition of the New China. Travelers have seen 
futurist maps placing the western limits of the Yellow Em- 
pire somewhat west of Moscow and east of Berlin. This 
would be about on the European frontier of Ghengis Khan’s 
conquests in the 13th century.” 


Tidings Out of the East 


Perhaps in this latest development we have yet an- 
other clue elucidating the enigmatic statement in the 
prophecy of Ezekiel which indicates that when the 
“hosts of Gog” swoop down on the Holy Land “like a 
cloud to cover the land,” sudden tidings out of the east 
trouble the mind of the High Command directing this 
operation. Viewed in the light of this prophetic indica- 
tion, the comment which follows assumes enhanced 
significance. Thus the editorial continues: 


“Mr. Khrushchev must be uneasily aware of that map! He 
must know of the longing eyes cast by the prolific Chinese 
on vast, empty Asiatic Russia. IN HIs SLAV BONES HE IS CON- 
SCIOUS OF THE FACT THAT MUSCOVY HAS BEEN INVADED FROM 
THE EAST, AS WELL AS FROM THE WEST, AND MUCH MORE SUC- 
CESSFULLY. He may condone his Red allies’ subjugation of 
Tibet, but he must dislike it. But after Hungary, who is he 
to complain? He heads one of the two new imperialisms 
which are bringing suffering and slaughter in the name of 
the brotherhood of man. What a brutal paradox!” 


Roof of the World 
Meanwhile, Donald Wise, in a dispatch to the Daily 
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Express, reveals the following astounding story as he 
declares: 


“The Russians and Chinese have found a dizzy new perch 
from which to conduct their war of nerves against the West 
— in Tibet, the ‘Roof of the World.’ The line is that, with 
a fistful of rockets, they can look down on Nehru’s India 
and beyond to almost half the earth. Here, on the Tibetan 
border, I have been piecing together the strange story of the 
Red rocket bases. The story supplies some vital missing parts 
in the jig-saw of Red expansion.” 


Describing how the process of infiltration by so-called 
‘tobacco traders,’ beginning in 1950, was followed by 
invasion in 1954, and then absorption, Donald Wise 
continues: 


“Mao ordered his soldiers to intermarry with the Tibetan 
girls. The Czech trucks ground along newly blasted roads, 
carrying cheap gifts of textiles and alcohol to keep the 
‘liberated people’ happy. Finally came the building of mili- 
tary bases. Strong points were tucked away into villages, so 
well camouflaged that from the air nothing could be spotted. 
Air bases were made. Helicopter landing grounds were built 
in the lower foothills. Deep tunnels for stores, armories, hos- 
tipals, barracks and long-range Russian guns were drilled 
and blasted into the high mountains.” 


Tibet’s Rocket Radius 


Circles drawn on a map to indicate the range of 
rockets fired from Tibet and Moscow, respectively, 
provide the following comparisons. The 6,000 mile 
range from Moscow (Meshek) covers the whole of the 
North American continent as far south as Panama; the 
whole of Europe including the British Isles; and the 
Middle East. The same range from Tibet covers an 
arc stretching from Alaska in the north, and embrac- 
ing the whole of Europe, including the British Isles; 
the Middle East, together with a wide sweep of the 
African continent (including Egypt, Ethiopia and 
Kenya) down south as far as Madagascar, while to the 
East the arc embraces India and the greater part of 
the continent of Australia. 

From a study of these facts it is evident that the 
threat of the “hosts of Gog” to the Middle East — with 
the Holy Land as a focal point of aggression — is going 
to be launched upon a far more colossal scale than any- 
thing hitherto envisaged or contemplated by prophetic 
students. With a range, extended by the employment 
of modern scientific weapons, giving the power literally 
to encompass the Globe, it is not to be wondered at 
that the total power of a united Anglo-‘Saxondom — 
described by Ezekiel in his prophecy as “the Merchants 
of Tarshish and the young lions thereof” — is going 
to be galvanized dramatically into vigorous opposition. 

The possibility that when the “hosts of Gog” move 
down from the Land of the North, in their drive to 
the south, their erstwhile confederates attempt to de- 
liver a mortal blow at the extended line of attack, does 
not detract from the stupendous nature of the scene 
of Armageddon in which all nations are gathered 
against Jerusalem to battle. 


Strategic Frontier Zones 


But we must continue our study of the construction 
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of these Sino-Soviet H-bomb-proof bases. ‘Thus Donald 
Wise describes them: 


“The build-up of Red rocket bases on the Tibetan plateau 
goes on at top speed. They serve a dual purpose: J) as bases 
for an advance into India should India go to war, in which 
case the Chinese would surge forward into these strategic 
frontier zones; 2) as bases against ‘American expansion,’ 
which the Reds say would come from Pakistan posts around 
Gilgit in northern Kashmir. 

““THE GREEN LIGHT FROM Moscow FOR RUSSIAN TECHNICIANS 
TO HELP ESTABLISH ROCKET BASES WAS GIVEN BY KHRUSHCHEV 
WHEN HE FLEW TO PEKING SHORTLY BEFORE THE SHELLING OF 
QUEMOY STARTED LAST AuGusT. The rocket sites, with their 
huge complex bunkers, bases and airfields, are sheltered 
from the south by the Himalayas into which they are built 
and from the north by the vast land mass of China.” 


Eyewitness accounts are available of the manner in 
which this amazing task was carried out. First, the Rus- 
sians flew in by IL. 14 transports to forward airstrips 
in Tibet. Next, heavy rocket equipment was brought 
up by road. Huge cranes were stationed at every tricky 
gradient and twist to aid them on their way. 


The Siberian Pattern 

Again, the Daily Express report proceeds: 

“Deisel and electric generators flooded in. Trucks moaned 
up the gradients in all weathers, equipped with special ac- 
cessories. The Tibetan rocket sites are built on the Siberian 
pattern. So up came miles of heating pipes to keep the pads 
free from snow and ice. The Russian engineers could dis- 
pense with one enormous chore confronting Western 
rocketeers. Their pads are of natural mountain rock. There 
was no need to sink flat concrete platforms. They just had 
to pick flat sites or blast off irregularities of surface. Count- 
down chambers were drilled into the mountain sides like 
their base bunkers.” 

What is the prophetic significance of all this feverish 
human activity? Obviously, Red China could not have 
accomplished this task without the aid of Russian 
know-how. The fact is that Red China trusts Soviet 
Russia no more than the Kremlin trusts the Com- 
munist convert ruling in Peking. But in the very act 
of trusting one another in these preliminary gambits, 
aimed at the total domination of mankind, they are 
already seen to be sowing for themselves the seeds of 
mutual self-destruction. 

Esdras truly declares that in the last days of world 
upheaval — heralding the dawn of a new and better 
age — wicked men will know that they are fighting 
against God and “yet durst fight.” 

Nothing could illustrate the truth of this prediction 
more vividly than the astonishing spectacle of human 
beings squandering their energy and wealth in the erec- 
tion of these vast engines of war which threaten to 
annihilate — not only the peoples of mankind — but 
also the beautiful earth which God has made.

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Blow The Trumpet: Sound An Alarm

HE PROPHET JOEL speaks of the state of alarm that 
sh to the Day of Battle: 


“Blow ye the trumpet in Zion, and sound an alarm in my 
holy mountain [government].” (Joel 2: 1.) 


We cannot too strongly emphasize that we are not 
only passing through this time of alarm but that Joel 
emphatically warned that this state of affairs would be 
a prelude to the coming of the Great and Terrible Day 
of the Lord: 

“Let all the inhabitants of the land tremble: for the day 
of the Lord cometh, for it is nigh at hand.” (Joel 2: 1.) 


Thus, we are rapidly approaching the time when 
that which men have feared will become an actuality, 
for Joel designates what the day following this period 
of alarm will be: 


“A day of darkness and of gloominess, a day of clouds and 
of thick darkness.” (Joel 2: 2.) 


The serious nature of the times, ominously portend- 
ing, as they do, the climactic ending of the age, com- 
pels the issuance of the call for the trumpet to be 
blown so that God’s people may be aroused and made 
ready for the coming Day of Battle which will follow 
the Night of Alarm.* A full understanding of this is 
mandatory in order that the people of this great nation 
may become aware of their need to turn to God with 
all their hearts to secure the Divine intervention neces- 
sary to avoid the disastrous consequences that will in- 
evitably follow if we enter the Day of Battle spiritually 
unprepared. The prophet knew that much more than 
mere physical preparation was required, so he issued 
the warning from the Lord: 


“Therefore also now, saith the Lord, turn ye even to me 
with all your heart, and with fasting, and with weeping, and 
with mourning: And rend your heart, and not your gar- 
ments, and turn unto the Lord your God.” (Joel 2: 12-13.) 


Pattern of Timing 


Let us consider first the chronological background 
involved in the timing which now applies. Following 
the death of King Solomon, the northern ten-tribed 
Kingdom of Israel (prophetically referred to as the 
House of Israel) revolted from the rule of the House 
of David. Jeroboam, their leader, established his capital 
at Samaria. This revolt was the outcome of the plant- 
ing of the seeds of apostasy which eventuated in the 
establishment of idolatry in the northern kingdom

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under Jeroboam. Prior to Israel’s revolt, Jeroboam was 
informed by the Prophet Ahijah that he would become 
the leader of this uprising. It occurred in the year 972 

Applying the chronological measuring rod of the 
B.C. 
great Seven Times, 7.e., 2520 years, to this date, we 
arrive at 1549 a.p., when the course of history found 
the House of Israel residing in the British Isles, with 
the House of David re-established over them. Protes- 
tantism had become formally established in the British 
Isles and that year also marked the beginning of a re- 
volt by the people, but this time from the rule of 
ecclesiastical oppression. 

With the onset of the Reformation, the Bible be- 
came an open book and was available to the common 
people so that they could read for themselves its great 
truths. A spiritual awakening deeply stirred the people 
to action and the shackles of apostasy, stemming from 
the ritualisms of a materialistic and mercenary church, 
fell away. 

Computing from the date 1549 a.p., one more Time, 
t.e., a cycle of 360 years, ended in 1909 a.p. The year 
1909 found Anglo-Saxondom, the nations of the mod- 
ern House of Israel, nominally Christian but still fail- 
ing to restore the full operation of the Law of the 
Lord as the law of their land. By that year the ground- 
work was laid, through the troubles in the Balkans, 
that made World War I inevitable five years later 
when, in 1914, peace was taken from the earth. 


While 1549 a.p. was Seven Times (7 x 360), or 2520 
years, after 972 B.c., when Ahijah the Prophet informed 
Jeroboam he was to become the leader of the northern 
ten-tribed Kingdom of Israel, the date, 1909 a.p., is 
Eight Times (8 x 360), or 2880 years, after 972 B.c. The 
number eight is associated with Jesus Christ, for the 
numerical value of the word “Jesus” in Greek is 888. 
It is a number denoting resurrection and regeneration, 
as well as the beginning of a new order. 


The Consummation 


The Great Pyramid defines the Consummation of 
the Age as beginning in 1909 a.p. and terminating on 
August 20, 1953. The coming to fruition of develop- 
ments destined to bring about the ending of the age 
is the hall-mark of this 44-year period. The word “con- 
summation” means “to complete in perfection of de- 
velopment”; it embodies the idea that what has trans- 
pired during the period so defined will unalterably 
determine the future course of action. We may now 
observe this as a fact clearly demonstrated in regard 
to the above period of years when an analysis is made 
of the results which have followed. We are coming 
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more and more to see that this “epoch of determina- 
tion,” as it may be called, gave emphasis to the pro- 
phecy uttered at the outset of the Christian Dispensa- 
tion that “we must through much tribulation enter 
into the Kingdom of God” (Acts 14: 22). 


The beginning of this decisive period saw an intensi- 
fication of trouble in the Balkans. Bulgaria took ad- 
vantage of the Turkish Revolution of 1908-9, annex- 
ing eastern Rumelia and declaring herself independent 
of Turkey. Austria played a conspicuous part in the 
disturbances in the Balkans, annexing Bosnia-Herze- 
govina, which was bitterly resented by Serbia. The Bal- 
kan Wars of 1912-14 exercised a marked influence upon 
the trend of events. With the assassination of Austria’s 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand at Sarajevo on June 28, 
1914, the Central Powers had an adequate casus belli 
and Austria served an ultimatum on Serbia. By August 
of 1914 World War I had become an actuality. 


Peace Taken From the Earth 


With the major powers among the nations involved 
in war, peace had been taken from the earth and al- 
though an Armistice was signed in 1918, ending the 
first phase of conflict, the seeds of future strife were 
sown in the terms imposed upon the vanquished. 
World War I resulted in kings being deposed, parlia- 
mentary forms of government passing away and dicta- 
tors coming to power. The way was opened for the rise 
of Fascism, Nazism and Communism and the activities 
of these three ideologies stressed the fact that a time 
of consummation had indeed come. 


Great Week of Years 


During the Great Week of Years that also began in 
1909 and ended on August 20, 1953 remarkable and 
world-shaking changes had transpired. The very order 
of life itself, with the established forms of government 
which were considered to be so stable prior to World 
War I that nothing could disturb their continuity, 
passed away. With the close of World War I, thrones 
were cast down according to Daniel’s prediction (Dan. 
7:9), and men found it was impossible to return to 
pre-war conditions. 


Changing Times 


The rise of dictators made an early resumption of 
hostilities inevitable, with World War II bringing on a 
further deterioration in a civilization which men had 
come to consider as a permanent way of life. The end 
of World War II saw the passing of Continental Em- 
pires as great powers, fulfilling the prophetic forecast 
concerning the end of Gentile rule. As pointed out in 
Destiny for July 1945: 


“The Times of the Gentiles were fulfilled with the begin- 
ning of World War I, and now the judgment of military 
Babylon has been completed with the destruction of the mili- 
tary power and might of Germany. During this final phase 
of Gentile activity the Nazis succeeded in taking over most 
of Europe, spreading out into Africa and to the shores of 
the Black Sea. This end of the Babylonian Succession of 
Empires is a terminal of major importance to students of 
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prophecy, for now the way is open for the final Armageddon 
contest. 

“The events depicted under the Third Woe of Revelation 
could not occur while the Babylonian group of Gentile na- 
tions held sway, for this is the Red Woe destined to follow 
the collapse of their power. Soviet Russia could not move 
against Israel until all vestiges of the power of political 
Babylon had been swept away. Now, with the passing of 
Babylonian rule, Soviet Russia is coming in like a flood to 
dominate the territory recently released from Nazi domina- 
tion.” 


Soviet Challenge 


It was becoming increasingly obvious that the period 
of the Consummation of the Age was to involve all 
that the word “consummation” implies. The rule of 
law and order (for even Gentile systems were based 
upon law, although not according to God-given stan- 
dards) was to give way before the rise of tyranny and 
brutishness. Adherence to principle would be replaced 
by resort to deception and duplicity. In former days 
Anglo-Saxon-Israel’s leaders could bargain with those 
in power in Gentile nations at least according to rules 
of conduct known and acknowledged by both sides. 
All of this has now changed. It was further stated in 
the above-mentioned issye of DEsTINy: 


“Standing across the path of Israel’s greatness, Soviet Rus- 
sia intends to challenge the right of Israel to her inheritance 
and will by war seek to destroy her to prevent the Kingdom 
from possessing its God-given heritage. 


“The people of this generation will be not only spectators 
but actors as well in a titanic struggle involving all nations, 
the outcome of which will decide for all time world ruler- 
ship. No nation, as yet, has attained that coveted prize 
though some have felt it was within their grasp. Now Russia 
is laying her plans in a supreme endeavor to secure this 
coveted position. Through violence and crime the Soviets 
have attained unto leadership over many peoples, which 
surpasses anything of the past. With millions regimented 
and prepared for war, it is their hope that the world leader- 
ship for which the Gentiles have striven will now become an 
actuality for the Communists. But the God of Israel has re- 
served this leadership for His people and Kingdom when 
Israel turns to Him and His righteousness. It is through 
them that God is to establish justice, equity and peace in the 
earth under the administration of the perfect law. 


“The curtain has fallen on the activities of the Babylonian 
Succession and is now raised on the greatest of all dramas, 
revealing the organization of a confederacy which is moving 
to challenge God as to world rulership. God has accepted 
that challenge and the scenes upon the stage of world affairs 
will be thrilling indeed to watch for those who know the 
pattern of things to come.” 


Unlocking -Atomic Secrets 


Furthermore, and of major importance, is the fact 
that in the midst of this Great Week of Years, 1.¢., 
three and a half “days” after its beginning, in the year 
1941, men acquired the knowledge of how to release 
the energy locked in the atom. In Destiny for January 
1941 the observation was made: 


“With the opening of this new year of 1941 a.p., the prob- 
ability has now become a possibility amounting almost to a 
certainty that the greatest of all the discoveries of the ages 
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is about to be given to man. The very fact that God is 
now opening his storehouse of power and energy for man’s 
unlimited use is in itself prima facie evidence that we are 
rapidly approaching the terminal period of this present 
world order of chaos and trouble. 

“The discovery of U-235, which is a special kind of ura- 
nium, has opened up the possibility of a new source of tre- 
mendous power. . . .The advent of this discovery and the 
early consummation of the plans for harnessing this new and 
powerful source of energy would indicate that the King is 
coming soon to set up a new and better order of life. Only 
through the establishment of the perfection of the Jehovah 
administration can men hope to receive lasting benefits in 
the releasing for their use of such tremendous power.” 


Since those paragraphs appeared in Destiny eighteen 
years ago, men have demonstrated that unless God 
intervenes, the power they now possess will be used 
to bring about the annihilation of the human race. 


Rule of Fear 


It was on August 20, 1953, when the announcement 
was made that Soviet Russia had exploded a hydrogen 
bomb, that the knowledge was signalled to all who 
could understand that the power of decision concern- 
ing the future course of events no longer lay in the 
hands of the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples who are 
modern Israel. The subsequent tenor of international 
dealings has revealed that methods of gangster-persua- 
sion by the Kremlin rulers, by leveling the threat of 
destruction by nuclear weapons at every opponent, has 
characterized all attempts at negotiation between the 
East and the West. The ability to freely will to do that 
which is in the interest of righteousness has therefore 
been wrested from the hands of the Western nations 
because of the constantly overriding menace of nuclear 
retaliation if Soviet demands are not met. 


We now see displayed the epitome of arrogance on 
the part of Gog in challenging the Divine right of 
rulership, as prophesied by Ezekiel (Ez. 38). When the 
judgments of God fell upon Nebuchadnezzar, King of 
Babylon, he eventually came to understand “that the 
most High ruleth in the kingdom of men, and giveth 
it to whomsoever he will” (Dan. 4: 25). Today the 
hordes of Gog will learn this same lesson, for the ques- 
tion of hegemony now at issue will be decided as the 
outcome of the Battle of That Great Day of God Al- 
mighty (Rev. 16: 14). 


Weighed and Found Wanting 


The outstanding import of August 20, 1953 cannot 
be too strongly stressed, for on that date, ending the 
Consummation of the Age and bringing to a close a 
Great Week of Years, the words weighed and found 
wanting were written large across the escutcheon of 
modern civilization. With Soviet Russia’s possession of 
the hydrogen bomb, the power of untold devastation 
had passed into the hands of ruthless, godless men and 
the last shred of hope for the continuation of the rule 
of justice by man had passed away. The rule of law 
had given way to the rule of fear as men’s hearts began 
to quail in contemplation of what may come to pass 
as nations prepare for conflict with the arch enemy of 
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righteousness threatening a sudden treacherous attack 
with fearful weapons of destruction. 


Prepare War 


During the time of transition which would witness 
the passing of the old order and the ushering in of 
the New Order of the Ages, the world would be com- 
pelled to heed the proclamation issued by the Prophet 
Joel: 


“Proclaim ye this among the Gentiles; Prepare war, wake 
up the mighty men, let all the men of war draw near; let 
them come up: Beat your plowshares into swords, and your 
pruning hooks into spears: let the weak say, I am strong.” 
(Joel 3: 9-10.) 


This statement by Joel infers the necessity on the 
part of nations to act upon the choice they have made. 
The instruments of peace are present but because of 
man’s failure to follow the Divinely-patterned way of 
life that would permit the fruits of peace to be en- 
joyed, he must instead fashion them into weapons of 
war. The revelation that Soviet Russia was in posses- 
sion of the H-bomb gave impetus to preparations for 
conflict. The Prophet Joel then issues a call to the 
heathen to also prepare for war: “Let the heathen be 
wakened” (Joel 3: 12). How accurately this has been 
fulfilled during the six years which have elapsed since 
the end-date of the Consummation of the Age on 
August 20, 1953! Pagan forces, with one accord, are 
reaching out to seize the authority once held by the 
Babylonian Succession of Empires — the power which, 
as the result of the events that transpired during the 
forty-four years from 1909 to 1953, has fallen from the 
hands of a dying Gentile civilization. 


Mornings and Evenings 


The commencement of the Korean War on June 25, 
1950 provided a chronological starting-point of extreme 
value in relation to August 20, 1953. It was found that 
a period of 1152 days extended from June 25, 1950 to 
August 20, 1953, the date of the south wall of the 
King’s Chamber in the Great Pyramid. In the article 
entitled ‘““The Time of Restoration,” Destiny for April 
1951, this was pointed out as marking a most important 
chronological time-period. It resulted in the discovery 
of the length of the Mornings and Evenings, of which 
this 1152-day period from the Korean War to August 
20, 1953 was found to be the final night of the first 
week of Mornings and Evenings that began June 24, 
1909. ‘This date — June 24, 1909 — established as the 
date of the beginning of this first week of Mornings 
and Evenings, which ended August 20, 1953, was 39 
days (very likely the exact time was 38.4 days or 2 x 
1152 minutes) prior to August 2, 1909, the date the 
Great Pyramid defines as the actual beginning of the 
Consummation of the Age. 


Here we have an interesting check upon the accu- 
racy of the factor 1152 as a time measure in that a 
week of Mornings and Evenings of this length in days, 
ending upon the date of August 20, 1953, began 2 x 
1152 minutes prior to August 2, 1909, the beginning 
of the Consummation of the Age. A detailed presenta- 
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tion of the facts pertaining to the significance of the 
discovery of this week of years is set forth in “The 
Vision of Mornings and Evenings, Destiny for May 
1951. Since 1152 days is the length of the Morning 
and 1152 days the length of the Evening, the full day 
itself is 2304 days in length, or Daniel’s number for 
cleansing, 2300, plus 4. 


While 10 x 288 years, or Eight Times (8 x 360 = 
2880), from 972 B.c., gives us the year 1909, the division 
of the 1152 days marking the length of each Morning 
and Evening into their respective four watches makes 
the length of each watch 288 days in duration, or one 
tenth in days of the number of years from the time 
the announcement was made to Jeroboam in 972 B.c. 
to 1909 a.v. when the first Great Week of Mornings 
and Evenings began. 


Displacement and Restoration 


The symbolism of the Great Pyramid shows the hu- 
man race to be out of harmony with God’s plans and 
purposes and the chronological factor defining this 
displacement from God’s will is 286 (or 286.1). This is 
the Displacement Factor of the Great Pyramid.* Four 
of these displacement periods in days, plus eight days 
(4 x 286 plus 8), define the length of the night. Here 
again the number eight signifies resurrection, regenera- 
tion and renewal. The fact that there are four displace- 
ments is of further interest, since four is the number of 
material completeness and also denotes creative work. 


Great Pyramid students have long been acquainted 
with the meaning of the Displacement Factor, signify- 
ing that the human race as a whole and the Building 
Race in particular, as well as individuals, have been 
displaced from the Divine plan. But now the time is 
at hand when restoration is to become an accomplished 
fact. The human race is to be brought back into con- 
formity with the Divine purpose and the Kingdom of 
God is to function in perfection upon the earth. It is, 
therefore, of utmost significance that the number of 
restoration — 288 — is associated with the Mornings 
and Evenings, for the time measure of 2300 days given 
to Daniel has to do with cleansing. 

The following tabulation provides an interesting 
analysis of the two numbers, 286 and 288, in the light 
of the meaning of the factors involved, as follows:

There is deep implication in the fact that the num- 
bers representing both displacement and restoration 
measure the four watches of the night. The discrepancy 
is just two digits between these two time factors. ‘The 
evil connotation in this is that those who are fearful 
and unbelieving, because they are in rebellion against 
God's purposes, fall short of attaining to restoration

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by the narrow margin of two figures’ breadth. Two is 
the smallest number that can be divided, yet it repre- 
sents a world of difference between light and darkness 
and between good and evil. Those who are dominated 
by displacement are walking contrary to God, out of 
step with righteousness, and may look forward only to 
judgment and condemnation. On the other hand, those 
who, through faith, are walking in the light of the 
coming restoration, the number of which is 288, are 
conforming with the plan of God and are the wise to 
whom Daniel the Prophet refers: 


“None of the wicked shall understand; but the wise shall 
understand.” (Dan. 12: 10.) 


This number of restoration (288) emphasizes the im- 
portance of the historical cycle, at the end of which 
God will move to bring about the restoration of all 
things, as measured by 10 x 288 years, the sum being 
2880 years, or Eight Times. This cycle is the Seven 
Times of prophecy (2520) plus one Time (360 years). 
It marks the arrival of the times and seasons of the 
restoration, the period in history when the question 
asked by the disciples concerning the time when the 
Lord will restore the Kingdom to Israel will be an- 
swered (Acts 1: 6). The Angel in Revelation (10: 6-7) 
announced at the end of 2520 years, when the Reforma- 
tion began, that one more Time (360 years) would 
bring in the day when the mystery of God would be 
finished. 

Bisecting each of the four watches into two periods 
of 144 days each (one half of 288), we find that eight 
of these periods make up the duration of the watches 
of the night. The number 144 is associated with per- 
fection in government, being the sum of 12 x 12. The 
number 144, multiplied by the millennium number 
1,000, gives us 144,000, the number signifying the com- 
pletion of the company of those shown by John in 
Revelation (Chapter 14) as standing with the Lamb 
on Mt. Zion, who will exercise rulership with Jesus 
Christ in His government. 


Day of Wrath 


With August 20, 1953 marking the end of the first 
week of Mornings and Evenings that began in 1909 
A.D., we entered a new week of years (see “Times of 
Refreshing” Chart on p. 10 of Day of Visitation). The 
first period of 1152 days, extending beyond August 20, 
1953 to October 15, 1956, was the Day of Wrath and 
this date, October 15, 1956, also marked the end of the 
Third and the beginning of the Fourth Watch of the 
Time of the End as set forth on the chart, ““The Time 
of Transition,” (see Day of Visitation, p. 6). As pointed 
out in Day of Visitation, October 15, 1956 began a 
period of 1152 days which was designated as the “Night 
of Alarm.” This 1152-day period will end on December 
11, 1959, to be followed by another 1152-day period 
extending to February 5, 1963, designated as the “Day 
of Battle.”

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Pr KHRUSHCHEV is thought by some shrewd 





observers not to be quite so keen on a summit 

conference as he was up to a short time ago. This 
holds good whether there is a summit conference or 
not. The fact is that Western firmness at the Foreign 
Ministers’ talks has made him nervous. It is one thing 
for the Western Foreign Ministers to defy Mr. Gro- 
myko’s provocations. It would be quite another thing 
for Khrushchev himself to be similarly unsuccessful at 
the summit — or so he is said to think. If Khrushchev, 
at a summit conference, manifestly failed to force the 
Western powers into substantial concessions to Soviet 
demands, he would be faced with the need for a very 
grave decision — the nature of which would depend 
on the military junta in Moscow. 

This is why Moscow has been anxious to prolong the 
Foreign Ministers’ talks. Indeed, Khrushchev will go 
some way to postpone the final and crucial turning 
point in Soviet-Free World relationships. 

For many years the Soviet leaders have been encour- 
aged by Western retreats and vacillations, although at 
every display of firmness they have retreated. For many 
years they have been misinformed about basic Western 
public opinion and have, therefore, not foreseen the 
ultimate reactions to the final phases of their plans. 
Now there is a distinct note of fear — despite all the 
bluster — and Khrushchev is deeply worried about 
what the effect on his personal position in Russia will 
be when it is clearly apparent that a policy based on 
the assumption of Western surrender was an illusion. 

The Berlin crisis was created mainly to divert atten- 
tion from the Middle East. It must, therefore, in any 
case, be prolonged if possible until Russia’s Middle 
East plans have matured to their final phase. Khrush- 
chev hoped that the Western powers would retreat 
from the Berlin situation — thereby adding to the 
security of Russia’s Western flank. 

Another fact is becoming apparent in the German 
crisis. In the purely German context, it is important 
to understand what the Kremlin is actually aiming at. 
Russia is, in fact, bidding for no less a prize than the 
soul of Germany. The longer she can twist the negoti- 
ations in such a way as to be able to imply that the 
body of Germany is held available by the West for bid- 
ding, the more she expects to sap the morale of the 
Germans and condition their minds for Russia’s own 
purposes by inculcating the germ of mistrust toward 
the Western powers. These Communist tactics have 
been plain and obvious throughout for everybody to 
see. The poison has apparently already found some re- 
ceptive ground and, in the opinion of some astute ob- 
servers, it may be spreading. 
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The Western governments have succeeded, so far, 
in holding the Kremlin at bay and, indeed, in forcing 
it into failure to carry out its threats. The Russians 
could easily miscalculate the actual unity, morale and 
stamina of the West. As a result, a situation could arise 
from a crisis artificially blown up overnight on an er- 
roneous assumption that it would sweep the West off 
its feet — which might turn into something rather 
unpleasant when this expectation does not materialize. 

One thing is certain, the state of cold war cannot 
continue indefinitely. Indeed, it cannot go on much 
longer — and the Kremlin knows this. While every 
effort is being made to keep the Western powers talk- 
ing in order to distract their attention from the Middle 
East, both the politicians and the military are prepar- 
ing for any eventuality and we may see a final freezing 
of East-West relationships during the last phase of the 
cold war. 

It should be noted that, whereas the Russian Gen- 
eral Staff does not exclude the possibility of the use 
of nuclear weapons in the event of war, more than 
routine attention is being paid to training for conven- 
tional warfare. There has recently been a definite 
switch in this direction. The emphasis on conventional 
training is unmistakable. Bomb-carrying aircraft are 
also being produced in enormous numbers. It is under- 
stood from a very good source that 13 modern Russian 
submarines have recently been detected in the Medi- 
terranean. Nine of these are under Egyptian colors. 

Perhaps the most immediately interesting factor of 
Middle East developments is that it can now be defi- 
nitely confirmed that Nasser has climbed down. In fact, 
he has never had a chance — short of destroying him- 
self — to do otherwise. Russia is being decidedly lavish 
in economic aid and financial credits to Egypt. The 
more clear-sighted Egyptians regard Russia’s “gener- 
osity” with foreboding, and Nasser now knows that he 
is trapped. He has gained a respite but his fate is pre- 
determined. He will last just as long as he remains a 
useful and obedient Russian satellite. 

At the end of May, the Soviet Union carried out 
large-scale fleet maneuvers off the Finnish coast. The 
Baltic fleet was joined by units from the Black Sea and 
submarines in large numbers came out from Leningrad 
Bay. A great deal of this impressive display could 
clearly be seen from the Finnish coast. The display of 
power accompanied the precise political threat which 
is now developing in Finland and which, if it is not 
arrested, may change the status of Finland into one of 
greater dependence on the Soviet Union. The trade 
unions are now very close to the Soviet line and the 
Agrarians are trying to exploit the situation for their 
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own party purposes. This virtual coalition between the 
Agrarians and the unions makes the situation even 
more dangerous. In the past, when faced with the 
threat of Soviet encroachments, Finns, with the excep- 
tion of the Communists, were united in defense of na- 
tional sovereignty and independence. This, unfortu- 
nately, is no longer the case. Moscow has, by pressure 
and intrigue, created a breach in the anti-Communist 
front and is now working hard to widen the already 


large gap. 

The whole political atmosphere in Yugoslavia is dis- 
turbed. Deterioration in public life is evident. Now, 
even the dreaded U.D.B.A. (Secret Police) can be 
bought. It is also to be noted that in the streets of 
Belgrade people talk quite openly about the foreign 
bank accounts of some of the leading men of the 
regime. It is not of great importance whether these 
allegations are true or not. What is important is that 
the accusations are widespread and that practically 
everybody believes them. Public respect for the regime 
has fallen sharply. In the opinion of your observer, 
Yugoslavia approaches a major domestic crisis and the 
possibility of its breaking out this year cannot be ex- 
cluded. One cannot at present say what the immediate 
pretext might be — but it would be unwise not to 
be prepared for it. 

Not long after the formation of the Segni govern- 
ment, it became clear that the same elements of crisis 
which plagued Italy during Fanfani’s premiership were 
still present and that, although there might be a short 
period of relative political quiet, it would not last long. 
It now seems inevitable that the summer will be oc- 
cupied by a struggle between various political factions 
and that Italy’s general political situation will be such 
that no strong domestic or foreign policy will be pos- 
sible. IThe parties are now maneuvering for position 
in preparation for the showdown which, it seems, can- 
not be avoided. 

An army coup cannot be ruled out of the possi- 
bilities. If it took place, it would be strongly right wing 
and pro-Western, although it is unlikely that it would 
be positively monarchist. Although a large number of 
Army officers are monarchists, there are differences of 
opinion as to the desirability of putting former King 
Umberto back on the throne. The most likely outcome 
of a military coup would be something after the Gaul- 
list precedent. In this context, the name of Marshal 
Messe is frequently mentioned. An army move of this 
kind would almost certainly, however, meet stronger 
reactions from the left than happened in France. 
Amongst its members the Italian Communist party in- 
cludes a number of fanatical young people, and it is 
perhaps more strongly entrenched than the French 
Communist party was, especially in some of the big 
cities of the north. 

During May, there were some signs of political un- 
easiness in France. There were several small strikes and, 
in addition to these, the difference of opinion between 
the government and Parliament gave the newspapers 
the opportunity to speculate as to the position and de- 
gree of authority of the government. Some foreign ob- 
servers went so far as to talk about a crisis of the Fifth 
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Republic. It has turned out, however, that such com- 
ments had little real substance behind them. Indeed, 
the beginning of June showed a strengthening of gov- 
ernmental authority and of the position of M. Debre 
and his colleagues. The basic weakness of the govern- 
ment’s opponents has become apparent. 

The government won a considerable success when 
the railway unions were compelled to call off the strike 
they had planned. This strike was intended to be the 


opening skirmish in a summer of unrest. The unrest 


was deliberately planned by the Communist-dominated 
C. G. T. with the object of upsetting M. Pinay’s eco- 
nomic program. The fact that the government was able 
to cope with the situation may make the unions hesi- 
tate to start anything similar in the near future. 


The climb-down of the unions was partly due to the 
government’s strong stand, but it was also influenced 
by the unmistakable signs of unwillingness on the part 
of union members to accept the orders of their leaders. 
It is true that there is some dissatisfaction about the 
wage freeze. On the other hand, rising employment and 
the steadying of the cost of living have made workers 
hesitant and unwilling to disturb the economic pro- 
gress that has been made. Another favorable factor is 
the relative stability of the currency. 


The personal authority of General de Gaulle is un- 
impaired. He still commands widespread support and 
this was particularly apparent on his recent visit to 
the industrial areas of the Auvergne. In certain fac- 
tories in which the Communist party has considerable 
influence the workers were ordered to boycott de 
Gaulle’s visit. In the event, however, he had a magni- 
ficent reception. On the other hand, it is to be noticed 
that the public differentiates somewhat between the 
President and the government and, although the 
U.N.R. profits politically from its loyalty to de Gaulle, 
he is not closely identified in the public view with the 
party. 

When King Baudouin returned from his trip to the 
United States on June 1, he was received with popular 
acclaim, although few official preparations had been 
made for his arrival — which did not even receive a 
great deal of advance press publicity. —Thhe demonstra- 
tions, however, were amongst the most enthusiastic that 
have taken place in Brussels since the end of World 
War II. ‘They made a deep impression on all observers. 
Shortly afterward, the arrival of Princess Paola, Prince 
Albert’s fiancee, was the occasion for similar public 
enthusiasm throughout the country. This was partic- 
ularly so in Liege, a strongly Socialist city. Even seas- 
oned observers have been surprised at these demon- 
strations of loyalty to the dynasty and the King. This 
was the more impressive because during May a senti- 
ment was created which some people went so far as to 
interpret as a dynastic crisis.

THE KING'S CHAMBER

lon of the Old Testament, once the metropolis of 

the Ancient world; and its antitype, Great Babylon 
of the Book of Revelation. The destruction of both would 
be followed by the deliverance of God’s people. It is well, 
therefore, to consider what is prophesied concerning Baby- 
lon. 


| TT’ BABYLONs are mentioned in the Bible: the Baby- 


Ancient Babylon 


The renowned city of Babylon reached the height of its 
power during King Nebuchadnezzar’s reign. As the result 
of excavations carried out on the site some years ago, by 
Leonard Woolley, evidence showed this king to have been 
“the most indefatigable builder” and that he “rebuilt his 
capital so thoroughly that modern excavators could scarcely 
find any trace of buildings older than his time.”* Daniel 
tells how one day Nebuchadnezzar exclaimed: “Is not this 
great Babylon, that J have built for the house of the king- 
dom by the might of my power, and for the honour of my 
majesty?” In consequence he had to learn by bitter experi- 
ence that “those that walk in pride he [God] is able to 
abase” (Dan. 4: 37). 

Babylon covered a vast area and, surrounded as it was 
by high broad walls and encompassed by a deep wide moat, 
no fortress could have been more secure. | 


The city was the world center of idolatry — “the land of 
graven images, and they are mad upon their idols” (Jer. 
90: 38). Their chief idol was “Bel,” which they worshiped 
as Lord; “Nebo” was their god of learning; “Merodach” 
their god of war. They also worshiped “the queen of 
heaven,” and the people of Judah were expressly told to 
refrain from imitating them in any of this (Jer. 7: 18-20; 
44: 17-27). 

Babylon, moreover, was the center of a corrupt economic 
system. It was known as “the golden city” (Isa. 14: 4). Gold 
was its metal, its idols were of gold. In the dream-image of 
world empires recorded in Daniel (Chapter 2), gold repre- 
sents Babylon. 

Nebuchadnezzar set up an image of gold, sixty cubits 
high, six cubits in breadth, and summoned all the leading 
rulers and officials of his realm to its dedication (Dan. 3). 
Was this the inauguration of the Babylonian economic 
system, with gold as its financial basis? 

_ Commercialism, and its covetousness, also had its center 
in Babylon. In Zechariah’s vision (Zech. 5: 5-11), the 
“ephah” (trade), containing the “woman” (a system), of

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whom it was said, “This is wickedness,” was carried into 
“the land of Shinar” (Babylon) — thus signifying that an 
evil system of world commerce would be a part of Babylon. 


Politically, Daniel saw the true character of Babylon as 
exemplifying world government established by force — an 
aggressive persecuting power, the enemy of Israel (Dan. 7: 
19-21). This great corrupt city, alluring the nations with 
its pleasures, idolatry and worldliness, would one day be 
totally destroyed, as Jeremiah forewarned fifty years before- 
hand: 


“Though Babylon should mount up to heaven, and though 
she should fortify the height of her strength, yet from me shall 
spoilers come upon her, saith the Lord.” (Jer. 51: 53.) 

“The broad walls of Babylon shall be utterly broken, and her 
high gates shall be burned with fire.” (Jer. 51: 58.) 


“For, lo, I will raise and cause to come up against Babylon an 
assembly of great nations from the north country .. . from thence 
she shall be taken.” (Jer. 50: 9.) 


The story of its downfall is well known. A northern 
Medo-Persian army, augmented with armies of other 
powers, under the command of Cyrus, invested the city, but 
the men of Babylon, secure behind its defenses with pro- 
visions to last twenty years, scorned the challenge. Un- 
known to them, however, Cyrus was about to turn the 
waters of the Euphrates, which flowed through the city, 
into the area of a dry lake so that his army might enter it 
stealthily by way of the river bed. 


On that fateful night, Belshazzar had invited a thousand 
of his lords to a great feast. The palace was a scene of 
revelry and licentiousness. Then the king ordered the 
sacred vessels Nebuchadnezzar had taken from the Temple 
at Jerusalem to be brought in, filled with wine, and passed 
around for his guests to drink out of and praise the gods 
of Babylon — thereby insulting the God of heaven. That 
same hour, on the plaster of the wall, the king saw the 
fingers of a hand write the words: “Mene, Mene, Tekel, 
Upharsin.” He turned pale; his knees shook. What did it 
mean? Daniel was sent for, who at once interpreted the 
writing: 

“MENE; God hath numbered thy kingdom, and finished it. 
TEKEL; Thou art weighed in the balances, and art found want- 
ing. PERES; Thy kingdom is divided, and given to the Medes 
and Persians.” (Dan. 5: 26-28.) 


That night Belshazzar was slain. Not only did Cyrus 
destroy the Babylonian power but within a year he issued 
a decree that God’s people were to be restored; as Isaiah 


183 








had prophesied concerning him a century or more earlier 
(Isa. 44: 28). 

But how came Daniel to sense the meaning of that mys- 
terious writing on the wall? It is clear from chapter 9, verse 
2, of his book that he was familiar with Jeremiah’s pro- 
phecies relating to Babylon, that it would be destroyed by 
Medo-Persia (Jer. 51: 11, 28); and that he was also familiar 
with Jeremiah’s “seventy years” prophecy, foretelling what 
would evenuate after Judah had served the king of Babylon 
for that period: 


“I will punish the king of Babylon, and that nation, saith the 
Lord, for their iniquity.” (Jer. 25: 12.) 

“For thus saith the Lord, That after seventy years be accom- 
plished at Babylon I will visit you, and perform my good word 
toward you, in causing you to return to this place [ Jerusalem].” 
(Jer. 29: 10.) 


According to commentators, the actual words, “Mene, 
Mene, Tekel, Upharsin,’ mean: “Numbered, Numbered, 
Weighed, Divided.” So enigmatical were they that without 
Divine guidance their interpretation seemed impossible. 
Daniel, inspired by the Spirit and being familiar with Jere- 
miah’s prophecies, at once understood the communication 
to mean that Belshazzer’s days, or hours, were numbered 
and that his kingdom was about to be given to Medo- 
Persia, whose army then stood at the gates. 

Here we see the purpose of chronology in prophecy. 
Daniel knew the foretold “seventy years” of the captivity 
of the southern kingdom of Judah were about to expire, 
but since the captivity had taken place in stages, it would 
be necessary to establish the starting-point which would 
apply. Being in a state of constant alertness and expectancy, 
when Daniel saw the handwriting, he at once recognized 
it as the sign indicating how fulfillment would come about. 

According to some people it is wrong to speculate in 
regard to unfulfilled prophetic periods. Was Daniel blamed 
for so doing? When engaged upon such inquiries the angel 
addressed him as a man “greatly beloved.” But the study 
must be undertaken in the way he did so, humbly and 
prayerfully. 


Babylon the Great 


As the closing epoch of ancient Babylon* began with the 
reign of Nebuchadnezzar and his impact upon Judah and 
Jerusalem, the closing epoch of “Babylon the Great,” it 
would be logical to assume, began “Seven Times” (2.e., 
2520 years) later. This covers the prophecy of Revelation 
18 and the period defined in the Great Pyramid as starting 
at the commencement of the First Low Passage and con- 
tinuing on into the King’s Chamber. David Davidson re- 
ferred to the latter as “the Hall of the Judgment of the 
Nations” — including, of course, judgment upon “Great 
Babylon.”

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While the term “Babylon the Great” doubtless embraces 
all that is corrupt in present world civilization, certain 
clues given in Revelation 17, and elsewhere, enable us to 
identify two aspects particularly — one religious, the other 
economic. Protestant exponents equate the first with the 
Roman Church, the main points in their interpretation 
being as follows. 

The “Woman-Babylon” is referred to as “the Mother of 
Harlots”; she would be full of the names of “blasphemy”; 
her dominion would embrace “peoples, multitudes, nations 
and tongues’; she would reign over “the kings of the 
earth”; be “drunken with the blood of saints and with the 
blood of the martyrs of Jesus”; and geographically her seat 
would be “seven mountains” or hills. 


It is claimed that the Church of Rome agrees with this 
prophetic portrait in every particular. Harlotry in the 
Scriptures stands for idolatry; accordingly, with its worship 
of images, saints, relics, etc., the Romish Church is :dola- 
trous. Popes and cardinals are robed in scarlet; blasphemy 
has been typical of Papal utterances; she boasts catholicity; 
claims supremacy over all earthly monarchs; has been a 
persecuting system; and Rome has been known for cen- 
turies as the “Seven-hilled City.” 

On the other hand, there are those who assert that the 
Harlot Woman applies also to the World Economic Sys- 
tem, which certainly is idolatrous, money being its god. It 
is a world-wide system; its devotees live in luxury while 
millions are held down in bondage. 

When we study Revelation 18, certain points suggest 
that both Rome and the economic system are included in 
the term “Babylon.” In verses 9 to 19 the wailing of mer- 
chants and business men accords with what most certainly 
will happen upon the destruction of commercial Babylon. 
Verse 7, however, fits perfectly two events which have oc- 
curred in recent history in connection with the Roman 
Church. Just before the end, the “Woman” was to say: 


“I sit a queen, and am no widow, and shall see no sorrow.” 
(Rev. 18: 7.) 


In 1870, three months after the Pope had been decreed 
infallible (this will be referred to later) came the fall of 
Papal Temporal Power. She was divorced from the Italian 
State. An Italian army occupied Rome and the Papal States 
were seized and incorporated with the Kingdom of Italy. 
The Times summary for 1870 said: 


“The Papacy [during 1870] has assumed the highest spiritual 
exaltation to which it could aspire [the Infallibility Decree], and 
lost the temporal sovereignty which it had for a thousand years.” 


Now consider what happened in 1929. At the Lateran 
Palace, Rome, a Treaty between the Roman Church and 
the Italian State, reached February 7-9th and signed on the 
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llth, gave back to the Pope his Temporal Power, an in- 
demnity amounting to nearly twenty million pounds, and 
authority to reimpose Canon Law throughout Italy. No 
longer a widow, the “woman” had become remarried! 

One of the characteristics of the past thirty years has 
been Rome’s revival. At the recent coronation of Pope John 
XXIII she was represented as supreme. Her aim is to re- 
turn to where she was at the height of her power — “spirit- 
ual totalitarianism.” 

Well over a hundred years ago a prophetic student, 
Daubuz, foresaw from this prophecy what would occur and 
he wrote: 


“Having recovered from former judgments and losses, Rome 
will again appear invested with very great power; and having no 
apprehension of her future destruction, which is to be very sud- 
den and unexpected, will revive her former pretensions.”’* 

If there is one thing most clearly stated in prophecy, it 
is that this revival would immediately precede her utter 


destruction: 


“How much she hath glorified herself . . . for she saith in her 
heart, I sit a queen, and am no widow, and shall see no sorrow. 
Therefore shall her plagues come in one day, death, and mourn- 
ing, and famine; and she shall be utterly burned with fire: for 
strong is the Lord God who judgeth her.” (Rev. 18: 7-8.) 


It is the system that is to perish. That many true fol- 
lowers of Christ are enmeshed in it is evident from the call: 


“Come out of her, my people, that ye be not partakers of her 
sins, and that ye receive not of her plagues.” (Rev. 18: 4.) 


Daniel was led to foresee from the timing of Biblical 
chronology that the destruction of ancient Babylon was 
imminent. Does this same pattern of timing also indicate 
the nearness of “Great Babylon’s” destruction? 


Recent researches undertaken by Howard B. Rand, fol- 
lowing lines laid down by David Davidson, have thrown 
new light on what is revealed to occur chronologically in 
the King’s Chamber of the Great Pyramid over the next 
10 to 14 years. 

An article by Mr. Rand may be recalled (“The Time of 
Restoration” in Destiny for April 1951) in which the inter- 
val between the outbreak of the Korean War, June 25, 
1950, and the Great Pyramid date, August 20, 1953, viz., 
1152 days, was designated which would serve to alert the 
Lord’s “watchmen.” 


Watches of the King’s Chamber 


Each would consist of four periods of 288 days. At first 
the writer had misgivings but upon noticing that, if ex- 
tended beyond August 20, 1953, a further six 1152-day 
cycles would end exactly on July 23, 1972, already indi- 
cated to be a most important terminal for the day-periods 
as well as the date indicated as the Top of the King’s 
Chamber, the genuineness of this scale became apparent. 

Mr. Rand has since extensively developed this chain, but 
here it will suffice to show seven links ending July 23, 1972:

The following events coincided with the first three of 
these dates: 

June 25, 1950 — Hostilities commenced in the Korean 

War. 

August 20, 1953 — Soviets announced the explosion of 
their first hydrogen bomb, described in the press as: 
“History’s turning point, the Greatest Yet!” 

October 15, 1956 — Decision to attack Egypt taken by 
Israeli parliament; also by Britain and France (Octo- 
ber 15-16). 

As we write, we are passing through the period termed 
by Mr. Rand as the “Night of Alarm” — and today fear 
of what the future may have in store is gripping the minds 
of thinking people. 


December 11, 1959 


The 1152 days from December 11, 1959 to February 5, 
1963 have been designated as the “Day of Battle.” The pre- 
cise details of what will happen during that period remain 
to be observed and tabulated, but Bible day-measures con- 
firm that it will be of great import. David Davidson wrote 
twenty years ago: 


“There is one declared purpose of God which is seldom men- 
tioned . . . and that is that the chief function in God’s plans for 
the aggressor powers is the destruction of the existing system and 
of the ruthless domination of the power of money... .” (The 
Domination of Babylon, pub. 1939, p. 76.) 


Mr. Davidson also pointed to Russia as the last aggressor 
and quotes the name of a reliable exponent of prophecy 
over a century ago who identified Russia as such (see The 
Great Pyramid: Its Divine Message, 1932 edn., p. 414). The 
Prophet Esdras foretells ‘““Babylon’s” destruction (evidently 
by an atomic agency) in these words: 


“There shall be great fearfulness and trembling upon earth 
. . . . Great and mighty clouds shall be lifted up full of wrath, 
and the star [fire ball], that they may make all the earth afraid 
.... They shall go stedfastly unto Babylon. . . . They shall come 
to her, and besiege her, the star and all wrath shall they pour out 
upon her: then shall the dust and smoke [of Babylon] go up 
unto the heaven.” (II Esdras 15: 37-40; 43-44.) 


Researches show that aggressor powers have borne the 
time-mark 666 (Rev. 13: 18) and that events relating to 
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desolation have borne the time-mark 1290 (Dan. 12: 11). 
For instance, hostilities in World War I commenced exactly 
at the end of the 666th calendar month of the Kaiser’s life. 
And the day World War II commenced in all its fury 
(when the Blitzkrieg was launched) fell exactly at the end 
of 28 times 666 days of Adolph Hitler’s life. Now thirty-six 
times 666 days from Khrushchev’s birth will end December 
9, 1959! 
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The day the Blitzkrieg started, May 10, 1940, also fell 
at the completion of six times 1290 (solar)* days from hos- 
tilities ending in World War I; and we notice that four 
times this “desolator” period from the atomic} phase that 
brought World War II to an end will terminate December 
9, 1959: 





*1290 days — 43 months of 30 days. 
1290 (solar) = 3 years, 7 months (calendar). 


——_— bombs destroyed Hiroshima on August 6, Nagasaki on August 
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When Daniel was given the time-measure 2300, the angel 
said to him: “Then shall the sanctuary be cleansed” (Dan. 
8: 14) — then would begin a cleansing process. Measuring 
2300 days from the Soviet announcement of the explosion 
of a hydrogen bomb, the terminal is December 6, 1959. 

December 9-11, 1959 will be the 42nd anniversary — 12 
times 1260 days (solar) — from Jerusalem's liberation:

What does it all mean? Unless this synchronization is a 
mere coincidence, these periods — for the aggressor, desola- 
tion, cleansing, completion (twelve is a complete period) 
— conterminous with Mr. Rand’s Great Pyramid period 
commencing the “Day of Battle,” can point to one thing 
only: the imminence of “Great Babylon’s’” destruction. 

But further striking confirmation of the nearness of this 
event has come to light recently. 

During the past twelve months, Mr. Rand has published 
two remarkable articles in Destiny dealing with the King’s 
Chamber, showing the significance of the east-west move- 
ment now in operation toward the Coffer and Great Pyra- 
mid’s north-south central axis, whereby Displacement is in 
process of being overcome. With Mr. Rand’s kind permis- 
sion we insert the chart which appeared with his article, 
“Unfolding Pattern of the Divine Plan,” published in 
Destiny for November 1958, page 253. Here, three dates, 
July 8, 1960, December 10, 1961 and September 3, 1968, 
are shown falling on the north-south central axis, clearly 
delineating, for different groups, when Displacement will 
be overcome. 

Our purpose here is to show that each of these dates falls 
on, or adjacent to, Bible terminations of great significance. 


July 8, 1960 


Two correspondents* have reminded us recently that we 
are approaching the “Midnight Hour” of the world’s “Sat- 
urday Night” — the end of the great Six “Days” of 1000 
years each of human history, to be followed by God's Sab- 
bath Millennium of rest. Now, an “Hour” on this scale — 
one twenty-fourth part of a thousand years — equals 41 
years, 8 months and if, as many believe, the “Eleventh 
Hour” struck with the signing of the Armistice, at the 1/th

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hour of the 11th day of the 11th month of the year 1918, 
then Midnight should strike about two days after July 8,

December 10, 1961 


Very significantly, during the week prior to this date, 
periods will expire from major Roman Catholic and Soviet 
happenings. For instance, from the Infallibility Decree, 
pronounced July 18, 1870, twenty-five cycles of 1335 days 
will end December 2, 1961. Elsewhere, we have pointed out 
that 25 x 1260 days ended October 15, 1956 — Mr. Rand’s 
date for the commencement of the “Night of Alarm.” Also, 
25 x 1290 days ended the day Pope John XXIII was 
crowned, November 4, 1958:

Are these periods the handwriting-on-the-wall for “Great 
Babylon”? Certainly their sequence and significance is re- 
markable — 1335 (Dec. 2); 666 (Dec. 4-6); 286.1 (Dec. 10) 
— and appears to be the same pattern foretold in Revela- 
tion 18: first, a state of well-being, “I sit a queen”; then 
judgment; then cleansing and displacement — “found no 
more at all.” 


September 3, 1968 


Economic and other important happenings are linked 
with this outstanding terminal. The ten-day crisis which 
preceded the signing of the Versailles Treaty, with its 
drastic economic clauses, June 18-28, 1919, proved an im- 
portant starting-point for a chain of financial crises: 

1260 days later saw efforts in progress to modify the 

Treaty. The London Debts and Reparations Confer- 
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ence met December 9, 1922 — the 1260th day from the 
signing of the Treaty, June 28, 1919. 

2 x 1260 days, May 12-22, 1926, saw France in difficulties 
owing to the franc having fallen to a new low record. 

3 x 1260 days, October 23-November 2, 1929, saw the 
American Financial Crisis, when in one week values 
declined to an amount equivalent to £10,000,000,000. 

31% x 1260 days, July 15-25, 1931, saw the German Finan- 
cial Crisis and a Seven-Power Conference in London 
called to deal with it. 


5 x 1260 days, September 16-26, 1936, saw the French 
Financial Crisis when, despite every effort to save it, 
the franc grew steadily weaker until at 1 A.M., on the 
26th, France went off gold. 

In a booklet, Pyramid Prophecy and Current Events, 
published in July 1925, and in articles later, David David- 
son stressed that the trouble to be experienced during the 
period of the Great Pyramid’s Second Low Passage, May 
28, 1928 to September 16, 1936, would be of an economic 
nature. 


By a strange coincidence, September 15, 1936, happened 
to be the Golden Jubilee of the City of Gold — Johannes- 
burg — and was celebrated by the opening of its Empire 
Exhibition, a special feature of which was a tall column 
of gold supporting the world! 

The Bible number for gold is “666” (I Kings 10: 14) and 
the period between America’s Financial Crisis, October 23- 
November 2, 1929, and Britain’s Financial Crisis, August 
20-30, 1931, was 666 days. 

Britain’s last Financial Crisis occurred September 16-26, 
1957 when, on the 19th of that month, she was forced to 
raise the bank rate to 7%. It thus fell six times 1260 days 
(solar) from September 16-26, 1936. A further 14 x 286.1 
days from September 16, 1957 will end September 3, 1968:

Britain’s entry into World War II, September 3, 1939, 
fell seven times 1290 days (solar) from her entry into 
World War I, August 4, 1914. The South Wall of the 
King’s Chamber, August 20, 1953, when the Soviets an- 
nounced their H-Bomb, fell twice 1260 plus twice 1290 
days after Britain’s entry into World War II; and Septem- 
ber 3, 1968, will be four times 1335 plus 153 days from 
August 20, 1953. 

Observe the balance and pattern displayed in the fol- 
lowing chart:

Another fallacy which has been perpetuated down 
through the years, which is the result of a misinterpre- 
tation of a statement in our Declaration of Independ- 
ence, is the idea that all men are created equal. The 
exact reading is: “We hold these truths to be self- 
evident, that all men are created equal.” This state- 
ment can only be correctly understood if it is evalu- 
ated in the setting where it appears; that is, in the con- 
text of its relationship to the functions of government. 
Then the original intention of the declaration would 
be found to assert that all men are created equal before 
the law. In other words, before the law all men are to 
experience equality in justice, without partiality. There 
are certain inalienable rights applicable to all men 
and women, such as life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness. These rights are only obtainable under a 
“just and equitable administration of law. In the per- 
fection of the Divine order, it is designed that they 
shall be the inheritance of all. 


However, to declare that all men are equal in every 
personal characteristic and attribute, because they are 
created so, is to perpetuate a downright falsehood. It 
is self-evident that this is not true. The children of one 
household only may be taken as an example. No two 
children are alike, nor are they blessed with equal 
faculties of perception and understanding. Differences 
in temperament, in disposition and in ability are often 
very marked. Some assimilate knowledge very readily 
while others have great difficulty in acquiring any edu- 
cation at all. These and other traits openly demonstrate 
that they are not created equal. 


What applies to individuals of the same race becomes 
even more marked when the various races are taken 
into consideration. While each race will excel another 
with respect to certain native talents, it is patently ab- 
surd to attempt to assert that each race is equal in all 
respects to every other race. What is true of individ- 
uals is true of races, for the only equality of races is 
before the law. The Law of the Lord lays down the 
principle that there must be equality of judgment 
among all under His law: 


“Ye shall have one law for him that sinneth through ig- 
norance, both for him that is born among the children of 
Israel, and for the stranger that sojourneth among you.” 
(Num. 15: 29.) 


In the same way that every snowflake is different 
from another, every man differs from his fellows. No 
two are exactly alike, for the creative aspect of nature 
reveals that the Creator abhors sameness. In His wis- 
dom God has created an infinite variety of patterns, 
even within the same species, while to each race He 
has given an inheritance of unique characteristics pe- 
culiar to that race alone. 


Furthermore, God Himself determined the nature of 
the barriers which are to prevent the mixing of racial 
stocks. For one thing, while primary racial instincts, as 
well as diversified characteristics, should be sufficient 
to keep the races separate, God has placed the distin- 
guishing mark of color upon all of His created peoples 
as a simple barrier, for it is easily recognized by all and 
leaves the violator without excuse for the failure to 
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conform with the required Divine injunction. With 
few exceptions this provision to guard racial separate- 
ness would be mutually respected by members of all 
races but for the agitation of those who, for ulterior 
purposes, desire to break down the natural prohibition 
against racial mixing. 

When men first ignored the Divine injunction to re- 
main separate and an intermingling of racial stocks 
took place, God moved in judgment and the Deluge 
of Noah’s day swept away an ancient civilization that 
had become corrupt. Noah alone was found perfect in 
his generation; that is, he was free from the taint of 
mongrelization and therefore he and his family were 
preserved in the Ark to replenish the earth following 
the Deluge. 

Man today will not escape Divine judgment for 
undertaking to imitate the sin of the antediluvian 
world through the corruption of the racial stock cre- 
ated by God. The present agitation for the integration 
of races is but one of the many marks likening these 
times to the days of Noah and identifying our genera- 
tion as the one upon whom the end of the age has 
come.

Alarm. At the beginning of this Night of Alarm period, 
the French and British decided to, and did, invade 
the Suez Canal Zone. The actual decision to do this 
was made on October 16, 1956. As a result of this, 
events were precipitated which made inevitable the 
situation which has since developed in the Middle 
East, with Soviet Russia becoming paramount in that 
territory. By supporting the United Nations rather 
than Great Britain in this critical situation, the United 
States government emboldened Soviet Russia to pro- 
gress rapidly with her subversive program as it per- 
tained to the Middle East. Ignoring all the warnings 
of intelligence reports concerning conditions extant 
throughout the Middle East in relation to Soviet 
moves, the United States government contributed its 
part to force the withdrawal of the French and British 
troops from the Suez Canal Zone before they could ac- 
complish their objective. Upon this withdrawal the 
situation became far more critical than it was prior to 
the invasion of the Suez Canal Zone. 


Gog’s Coercion 


The deep significance of these happenings following 
October 15, 1956 lies in the report which subsequently 
came to light that the major contributing factor forc- 
ing the evacuation of the French and British troops 
from the Suez Canal Zone was the threat by Soviet 
Russia to precipitate nuclear conflict if that withdrawal 
did not immediately take place. 

During the period of the Day of Wrath, from August 
20, 1953 to October 15, 1956, Soviet Russia perfected 
the hydrogen bomb, as well as related nuclear weapons. 
This enabled the men in the Kremlin, by sunset of 
that day (i.e., October 15, 1956) to effectively hold this 
accomplishment as a threat over the heads of God's 
people Israel, compelling them to acquiesce in their 
demands. Having these lethal weapons of destruction

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FROM ISRAELITE TO SAXON

Britain as modern Israel, it is 
necessary to remember certain 
things in order to avoid confusion. 


First of all, the people of Israel were 
no more divided into tribes, but had, 
centuries before, passed into the more 
advanced stage of national organization. 
It is the natural progress of any pro- 
gressive people. First, the family, then 
the tribes, then the nation embracing 
the tribes. We must think of Israel as 
a nation and a company of nations, no 
more called Israel, for the best of 
reasons, but called by the name, above 
all others, of sons or House of Isaac, 
or Saxons, with many other branch 
names. 


Secondly, we must remember that 
they were not the original founders of 
Israel in the Isles — that is to say, in 
Britain — but they came in very late in 
British history, even a thousand years 
after the House of David had arrived 
and been established there. 


We shall, therefore, approach the 
subject of the ten-tribed House of Israel 
as being the consideration of a branch 
of the Israel people which, late in his- 
tory, arrived in Britain, and added their 
strength to those who had preceded 
them. 


I SPEAKING of the United States and 


We begin with the separation of the 
House of Israel from the House of Ju- 
dah. Thereafter there were two nations 
in Palestine of the Israel stock, and 
their histories are separately recorded, 
with their separate lines of kings, in the 
books of Kings and Chronicles. Read 
them there, and be sure to read them 
separately. 

Thence we find Israel carried captive 
to Halah, Habor, and the River Gozan. 
Professor Odlum says of this deporta- 
tion: “The distance to which Israel was 
carried from their own country in about 
721 B.c. was not less than seven hun- 
dred miles in a north and east direction. 
The Syrian desert, the River Euphrates, 
the Mesopotamian region, the Tigris, 
and three ranges of the Kurdistan 
mountains intervened between Samaria 
and the new home of Israel in captiv- 
ity. In this district were the cities and 
regions of Halah, Habor, and the River 
Gozan, which flowed into the Caspian 
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Sea, as it does today. This new home 
was the high table-lands of Media and 
Armenia... .” 


While settled in this district, they 
aided the Medes and Persians to break 
the power of their captors, the As- 
syrians. Afterward Babylon went down 
before their arms. 


From this time they were on their 
way to their new European home. They 
found unoccupied territory in the neigh- 
borhood of Ar-Sareth in southeast Eu- 
rope. Here they occupied the Crimea, 
and spread up the waterways, passing 
the watershed and down the waterways 
to the Baltic and the North Seas. 


Sharon Turner says: “The migrating 
Scythians crossed the Araxes, passed out 
of Asia, and suddenly appeared in Eu- 
rope in the sixth century B.c.” 


Esdras in the Apocrypha tells us that 
the Ten Tribes left their exile and 
moved away across the Euphrates to a 
place called Arsareth (City or Hill of 
Sareth). (II Esdras 13: 39-45.) To the 
northwest of the Black Sea is a river 
called Sareth to this day. 


Herodotus, speaking of the same date 
as Esdras, says: “The Scythians emerged 
from beyond the Euphrates across the 
Armenian river Araxes.” 


Rev. W. M. H. Milner says: “The 
fugitive host, starting from upper 
Media, passed the north end of Lake 
Umri into the mountain valleys of the 
Kurds; here some dropped off, and their 
children became in after ages the Nes- 
torian Church. These were for thirteen 
centuries the missionaries of Asia.” 


Herodotus says the Persians called the 
Scythians Sakai, and Sharon Turner 
identifies these very people as the an- 
cestors of the Anglo-Saxons. The old 
Greek writers spoke often of the valour 
and the undaunted spirit of these Scy- 
thians. They say “No nation on earth 
can match them. They are unconquer- 
able.” 


Professor Odlum continues: “From 
Josephus, the Jewish historian of the 
first century, we learn that at a.p. 70 
the Ten Tribes were outside the Roman 
Empire. By other means we learn that 
they were in the south of Russia in 
immense multitudes, and known as the 
Scythians of Herodotus.” 


The burial places of the Israel people 
have furnished ample inscriptions to 
show clearly that the Crimea was a cen- 
ter of residence for this people for ages, 
and that from it they spread up through 
Europe and eastward as far as China. 


Diodorus says: “The Sacae sprang 
from people in Media who obtained a 
vast and glorious empire.” 


Ptolemy finds the Saxons in “a race 
of Scythians called Saki, who came from 
Media.” 


Pliny says: “The Sakai were among 
the most distinguished people of Scy- 
thia who settled in Armenia, and were 
called Sacae-Sani.” 


Albinus says: “The Saxons were des- 
cended from the ancient Sacae in Asia.” 


Prideaux finds that “the Cimbrians 
(Kumrit) came from the Black and Cas- 
pian Seas, and that with them came 
the Angli.” 


Sharon Turner, the most painstaking 
Saxon historian, says: “The Saxons were 
a Scythian nation, and were called Saca, 
Sacki, Sach-sen.” 


Col. Gawler, in Our Scythian Ances- 
tors, says: “The word Sacae is fairly 
and without straining or imagination 
translated Israelites.” 


The Bible (Amos, chapter 7) solemn- 
ly takes cognizance of the change of the 
name of the nation and people from 
Israel to “the House of Isaac” (Saxons). 

Thus we see these people settled 
about the Crimea and along the rivers 
of Europe from the sixth century B.c. 

Their migrations to the Baltic and 
North Seas are well told by Du Chaillu, 
a scholar of England with a French 
name. 

The militant progress of the Goths, 
Gotti, “Men of God,” is well known in 
the history of Europe. The divisional 
names of Angles, Jutes, and so on, are 
duplicated today by the names our race 
now bears as English, Welsh, Scotch, 
Canadians, Australians, New Zealanders, 
Anzacs, Americans, and so on. 

From the sixth century B.c. to the 
time of the landing of Hengist and 
Horsa, these people had been steadily 
progressing up through Europe, God’s 
Battle Axe Brigade (see Jer. 51: 20). 
Finally, they came in and occupied the 
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place which had been made for them 
in the British Isles by the Roman occu- 
pation. Since that time they have been 
not the least important part of the 
Israel peoples dwelling in the “ap- 
pointed place” (the British Isles), and 
extending to the overseas dominions 
the strength and energy of their race. 

It has been possible only to touch au- 
thorities and evidences of the identity 


of the Anglo-Saxons with ten-tribed 
Israel. But even so, the array of stand- 
ard authors who make declarations re- 
garding this matter is startling, and it 
is clear that the scholar who denies an 
historic basis to the claim of Saxon 
identity with Israel speaks rather out of 
his lack of knowledge of standard liter- 
ature than out of his knowledge of the 
subject. 


The identity of the Saxon and Israel 
is proven, and we are now put in the 
responsible position of asking what it 
means in the way of responsibility 
under God’s plan for His nation, and 
through them for the world. With Paul 
we ask, “What shall we say then? Hath 
God cast away His people whom He 
foreknew? God forbid . . . God hath 
not cast away His people.”

in their possession, the Kremlin despots have now de- 
cided to consummate their aggressive plans against the 
nations of modern Israel. However, God will not 
tolerate the presumptuous usurpation of His own pre- 
rogatives and He has declared, because of what they 
propose to do, “My fury shall come up in my face.” 
By Divine selection the hordes of the Great Confed- 
eracy of Gog are to be an instrument of punishment 
upon God’s people for correction, not annthilation. 
But because they have now determined upon the latter 
course, God states what the result will be: 


“In my jealousy and in the fire of my wrath have I 
spoken.” (Ez. 38: 19.) 


The Prophet Ezekiel goes on to describe the fury 
with which God will deal with these enemies of 
righteousness, knowing that their machiavellian schem- 
ing came to full fruition during the Day of Wrath. 
The destruction they plan to pour out upon others 
will be turned upon their own heads to overwhelm 
them completely when they move to execute their evil 
program.

The mounting tensions during the Night of Alarm 
have been undeniably apparent to all. September 6, 


1959 will be the beginning of the final hour (96 days) 
of this period and we may expect a marked increase 
in the tempo of trouble, for Soviet Russia is now 
definitely committed to a program that the Western 
powers must of necessity oppose. The failure to do so 
will only deepen the crisis and would eventually mean 
capitulation to all Soviet demands. 


Nevertheless, serious as the situation will become as 
we near the end of the Night of Alarm, there is a 
Divine purpose in it all as God moves to compel His 
people to turn to Him so that He may come and 
deliver them from this time of trouble.

mind as a fundamental tenet that it identifies 

the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic and kindred peoples as 
the House of Israel in the world today. The key to 
understanding the national aspect of the Bible lies in 
the acceptance of this basic truth. The ten-tribed King- 
dom of Israel, or House of Israel, is distinct and sep- 
arate from Jewry. In the Scriptures the terms ‘‘Israel,”’ 
‘“‘Judah”’ and ‘‘Jew’’ are not synonymous and the 
course of history is widely divergent for the peoples 
properly classified under each of these titles. 

The House of Israel is today an innumerable multi- 
tude apart from Jewry, a fact which the Jewish Chron- 
icle for May 2, 1879 recognized by its reference to the 
ten tribes as represented by peoples who are not Jews. 
There it is stated: *‘The Scriptures speak of a future 
restoration of Israel, which is clearly to include both 
Judah and Ephraim [another term designating the 
House of Israel]. The problem, then, is reduced to its 
simplest form. The ten tribes are certainly in existence. 
All that has to be done is to discover which people 
represent them.”’ 

The information published in Destiny provides 
the evidence showing that Israel left Palestine while 
the Jews remained. The movements of the Israel clans 
are traced out of the East, across Europe to their new 
settlement in the Isles of Britain, and then on to 
America. The prophets foretold Israel's westward 
trek and the monuments and traditions record the 
Divinely-guided wanderings of this people who left 
*‘waymarks’’ behind them as they journeyed toward 
their ultimate destination. Today the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples alone bear all the marks by which the 
House of Israel was to be known in the latter days 
and they have unconsciously fulfilled in their history, 
and do fulfill in their present-day activities, what the 
Word of God declares would be accomplished by them 
in these latter times.

assumptions, there would, of course, be no such re- 
sponsibility; but here again it is essential that the facts 
be made known. This Destiny is doing. The people 
themselves constitute the court of appeal and must 
render a decision as to whether the facts presented are 
correct or the objections raised are valid. It is also 
important to carefully consider that God Himself will 
pass final judgment in accordance with the verdict 
rendered by the people, bringing weal or woe upon 
the nations of Israel in days to come as the inevitable 
consequence of the course chosen and pursued. 

Let those who are opposed to proclaiming the 
identity ponder well the fact that they, too, have a 
tremendous personal responsibility. When it is uni- 
versally recognized that the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peo- 
ples are modern Israel, opponents of this truth who 
have succeeded in leading many astray, and hindered 
to that extent the national awakening and return to 
God in wholehearted acknowledgment of His sover- 
eignty and obedience to His laws, will discover that 
He will not hold them guiltless.
